learn his motive and intentions. 

It was but ten days ago that Mr. Van 
Schaack saw President Kruger. He found 
him, he says, in deep grief over the death 
of his wife, but otherwise hopeful over the 
situation in south Africa. President Kruger 
received Mr. Van Schaack with much cour- 
tesy and expressed his appreciation of all 
that has been done in Chicago for the Boer 
cause. 
Hurt by Shipment of Mules.

REPORT ON CROPS OF ILLINOIS. 


Wheat Yield Breaks All State Records, 
but Corn Is Damaged More 
than Half. 


Springfield III., Aus. 12.—[Special.]+The. 


following is a summary of the reports of 
crop correspondents in Illinois to the Illinois 
Department of Agricultural, under date of 
Aug. 1, of the principal crops produced in 
the State: 

Wheat—While the area of wheat harvested: 
this season, 1,870,000 acres, is not much larger 
than usual, the average yield per acre of 
seventeen bushels has brought the total 
yield to 31,100,000 bushels, the largest wheat 
crop produced in Illinois since 1894, a crop 
which has been exceeded but twice in the last 
ten years. Although the ruling price, 62 
cents per bushel, is not so good as during the 
last two years, the value of the entire crop 
at this price would be $19,230,000, the best 
returns from this crop since 1892, 

Corn—With the largest area planted to corn 
since 1878—8,088,000 acres—the Aug. 1 condi- 
tion of this crop is the most disheartening 
ever known in the crop reporting history of 
the State. Although the planting season 
was a little late, other conditions were so 
encouraging at the date of the last report, 


June 20, that it was believed an average crop 
| would be produced.
